Pius was represented by informed 
ecclesiastical sources in Rome as 
seeking postponement of economic 
sanctions against Italy.

Tie Ethiopian government today 
issued an 
official 
communique 


charging 
the 
invading 
Italian 


soldiers with violating Ethiopian 
women at Aduwa, Aksum, Adi- 
grat, and Ababa 
Garina—cities 


which have been occupied by the 
Italian 
troops advancing 
from 


the north. 


"Some of these acts," stated the 


communique, "will shock the con- 
science of the 
civilized 
world. 


Some of the Italian soldiers are 
violating even'the wives of Ethi- 
opian priests. 


"Thousands 
of Ethiopians are 


fleeing from 
occupied 
territory 


hoping to rejoin their comrades 
to the south. 


"Italian 'soldiers have entered 


convents and violated the young 
sisters. 


"Under the persuasion of Ethi- 


opian monks, the natives are de- 
serting Aduwa, Aksum, Adigrat, 
and other towns and fleeing to 
the desert rather than to submit 
to the Italian outrages." 


The government also issued an 


official denial of "Italian propa- 
ganda" claiming the 
emancipa- 


tion of 16,000 slaves in the oc- 
cupied province of Tigre 
and 


the surrender of many Ethiopians

FOR GOVERNMENT; MANY OTHERS 


DEPENDENT ON FEDERAL FUNDS

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—(flV- 


A survey today showed 2,620,618 
persons are now employed direct- 
ly by the government with mil- 
lions of others partially or whol- 
ly dependent upon federal funds. 


The others Include an estimat- 


ed 2,000,000 families still on direct 
relief, 400,000 persons employed In 
government construction 
outside 


of the Works Progress- Admin- 
istration program, 855,867 drawing 
veterans 
compensation 
or 
pen- 


sions. An estimated 3,000,000 farm 
benefit 
payments 
also 
will 
be 


made during the year. 


Because of the inevitable dupli- 


cation in some of these figures, 
a total of the persons or families 
drawing support from the treas- 
ury could not be reached. The 
grand 
total, 
including duplica- 


tions, is almost 9,000,000. 


Completion of the 
administra- 


tion's program for putting 3,500,- 
000 unemployed on work 
relief 


will swell the total drawing reg- 
ular pay checks from the gov- 
ernment to more than 4,500,000. 
Correspondingly it will 
decrease 


the total of those not employed 
directly, but dependent upon fed- 
eral money. 
No single governmental agency 


gathers' all of the figures. 
The 


most complete single survey is 
mad eby the bureau of labor sta-

The legislature cleared the 
second major topic from its 
program today with adop- 
tion of a conference report 
on a bill removing officers 
from a fee to a salary basis. 


Senators 
approved 
the 


report, 2i to 0, with one pair af- 
ter the house adopted it, 102 to 38. 
The majorities were sufficient to 
make it effective after guberna- 
torial approval-by Jan. 1, date on 
which certain county and district 
officers will be removed from a 
fee basis. 


Meanwhile, a conference 
com- 
mittee strove to agree on some 
form of tax bill. Conferees meet- 
Ing in closed session were report- 
ed to have decided on gross re- 
ceipts, occupation and natural re- 
source . production tax increases 
to raise between $3,000,000 and 
$4,000,000. 
The committee appeared dead- 


locked on sales and income taxes 
^.which the senate proposed and the 
house rejected. One member said 
the modified tax bill likely would 
be reported. 
Fate of a drivers licensing bill 


also hung in a balance as the 
houses moved 
toward 
adjourn- 
ment at midnight. 


A conference written liquor con- 
trol bill was completed for sub- 
mission to both houses for adop- 
tion later in the day. It restrict- 
ed whiskey, sales 
to 
unbroken 
packages by licensed private deal- 
ers.Conferees on a drivers licensing 
bill were 
unable to agree and 


asked the houses to appoint a 
new committee. 
"The house majority wanted a 
licensing bill without a license." 
said 
Senator 
W. R. Poage of 
Waco, author of the bill, "while 
the senate wanted a license." 
Disagreement of the committee 


reduced prospects for a bill. The 
house substituted for the senate 
licensing plan a method by which

fectlvo upon its promulgation 
at 


Manila tomorrow by 
Secretary, 


Dern, whom tho president deslg« 
nated as his personal representa- 
tive.

pine government shall terminate

Cotton consumed during October 
waa 'reported today by the Cen- 
sus Bureau to have totaled 552,187 
bales of lint and 67,108 of linters, 
compared ^Ith 449,126 and 61,127 
during September this year and 
523,032 and 56,612 during October 
last year.

It includes eastern Ethiopia to a 
point about ten miles south of 
Makale and western Ethiopia to 
a point 15 miles south of Aduwa 
and Aksum. 


Territory of at least as large 


an area had been taken by the 
Italian 
forces 
operating 
from 


Italian Somaliland, in southeast- 
ern Ethiopia. 


Tho northern army routed out

bands,

waging guerilla warfare 
within 


tho Italian lines, to make more 
secure its grip on the newly an- 
nexed eastern Tigre region. 


An Italian major of artillery, 


Aldo Del Monte, was killed with 
two native troppers In guerilla 
fighting in the Gheralca region, 
the Italian command announced 
Ethiopian losses

Thrower said he would conduct 
a court of inquiry into the lynch- 
ings sometime during the day. 


The town was quiet after the 


mob had seized Ernest 
Collins, 


15, and Benny Mitchell, 16, who 
assertedly 
had 
confessed 
the 


criminal 
attack 
and subsequent 


drowning of Miss Geraldine Koll- 
man, high school honor graduate, 
from officers and left them dang- 
ling from a live oak tree near 
•the girl's home. 


"I do not call the citizens who 


executed the 
negroes a 
mob," 


said Moore. "I consider their ac- 
tion an expression of the will of 
the people." 


County Judge H. P. Hahn, said, 


however: 


"I am. strongly opposed to mob 


violence and favor orderly pro- 
cess of the law. The fact that 
the negroes who so brutally mur- 
dered Miss Hollmann could not 
be adequately punished by law

The mob stoppe-1 Sheriff Frank

Townsend at the Colorado bridge 
near Altair, 11 miles from here, 
and seized the negro pair. 


Townsend said he did not rec- 


ognize any of the unmasked mob, 
and said he was certain Sheriff 
Hoegemeyer did not know any of 
its members. 


"I don't know just what we 


will be able to do about it," said 
Townsend. 


Shortly before the throng slip- 


ped hangman's knots across the 
throats of the pleading pair, the 
Rev. E. B. Marmion, an Episco- 
palian rector, climbed atop an 
automobile and begged the crowd 
to let' the law take its course. 


Silently the mob listened until 


he had finished and then burst 
into jeering screams and pulled 
the negroes, chained together, off 
the ground. 


No Immediate Investigation.

members of the mob and I have

cars of the mob were covered 
with cloth or had pieces of paper 
twisted over them." 


Several men who gathered in 


a cafe here, all of whom gave 
the name of "George Brown" and 
none of whom said he was pres- 
ent at the double lynching, said 
they believed a third negro, Im- 
plicated by the youths just before 
they were hanged, had fled the 
country. 


The mob remained silent until 


he had finished, then it broke out 
in a chorus of jeers and went 
ahead with the lynching.

The negroes, who had been held 


in Houston for safe keeping, were 
brought back for trial in juvenile 
court today. The maximum sen- 
tence they could 'have received 
was confinement in a reformatory 
until they were 21.

Blocked at Bridge. 


Sheriff 
Frank 
Hoegemeyer 


found his way blocked by a large 
caravan of automobiles 
at 
the 


Colorado river bridge near Altair, 
11 miles south of Columbus. Ten 
masked and armed 
n>en forced 
the sheriff and his deputy, Harry 
Townsend, to hand over the pris- 
oners, who were chained together 
by the neck. 
The men sped away with the 


prisoners, 
leaving 
the 
officers 


powerless to pursue them because 
the road still was blocked. 
Both 


the sheriff and his deputy had 
been disarmed. 
A short time later, the auto- 


mobile bearing the negroes came 
to a stop beneath an oak tree 
a short distance north of Colum- 
bus. A ring of automobiles en- 
circled the tree. Headlights were 
flashed on as the negroes were 
taken from the car. 
"White folks, please dont do 
this," Mitchell pleaded. But the 
mob, 
working swiftly, paid no at- 


tention to his plea. 
The hangman's knots, fashioned 


before the negroes were seized, 
were slipped around their necks. 
One of the lynchers sought to re- 
move the 
chain 
which 
bound 


Mitchell and Collins. As he work- 
ed, Collins, who seemed unshak- 
en, peered Into 
Mitchell's 
face 


and 
grinned. 
Neither 
spoke 
at 


this . time. 
' 
Negroes Hanged Together 


Failing to break the chain, the 
mob marched the youths beneath 
the limbs of the tree and threw 
the ropes over. Twenty, men seiz- 
ed the ropes and pulled the ne- 
groes' feet from the ground. 


Collins, large for his age, grab- 
bed the rope and pulled himself 
up, meanwhile crying: "Oh Lard, 
help .ie." Several members of the 
mob sprang upon him and jerked 
his legs downward. 


• Silently 
the 
crowd 
began 
to 


leave the scene. Sheriff 
Hoege- 


meyer reached the tree about an 
hour later and cut 
the 
bodies 


down. They were delivered to the 
negroes' parents. 
In a final statement, Mitchell 


assertedly told his 
captors 
the 


name of another negro he said 
planned the slaying of Miss Koll- 
mann. A few members of the mob 
went in search of the third "ne- 
gro, but they were tpld that he 
had left this section. 


MJss Kollmann was killed after 


she rode into her father's pas- 


ture Oct. 19, in search of pecan I 
thieves. She came upon' the ne- 
groes sitting under a tree and 
accused them of the thefts. They 
confessed, officers said, that they 
knocked her from her horse with 
an elm limb, choked her, crimin- 
ally attacked her and threw her 
body into a creek, Each accused 
the other of being 
the 
actual 
slayer. 


No Chance Pursuit. 


Sheriff 
Hoegemeyer. hoping to 


slip into town without notice, was 
approaching Columbus in a round- 
about way when the mob inter- 
cepted him.

of men stopped 
us.

could make a move, they opened 
the automobile door and took out 
the prisoners. They placed the ne- 
groes in another car and sped 
away towards Columbus.

' That Passamaquoddy ti- 


' dal power project in Maine 
seems to be stalled for the 
present. Ten millions of the 
estimated $36,000,000 cost 
were allotted by the gov- 
ernment last May, but little 
has been done yet except 
preliminary 
engineering. 


The state was expected to 
take over the project, but 
the legislature has not been 
in session and the governor 
eeems disinclined to call it. 


There is hesitation, too, 


on the government side. Ar- 
my engineers have approved 
the project, but the PWA 
refuses to undertake it be- 
cause, while it is practicable 
as an engineering venture, 
there is no assurace of a 
market for the vast amount 
of power to be produced. 


This is an unusually in- 


teresting case because it is 
the first attempt made to 
harness the ocean tides. A 
vast volume of water from 


, the Bay of 
Fundy 
pours 


through a narrow neck into 
* large basin, and out again, 
twice a day as the tide rises 
and falls. Harnessing of that 
tidal flow is much easier 
and cheaper than numer- 
ous river projects already 
undertaken. Engineers and 
capitalists have long had 
their eyes on Passamaquod- 
dy. The New Haven Rail- 
road 25 years ago was 
stidying it, in anticipation 
of building a plant some day 
to operate its trains and 
trasmit 
industrial 
power 


throughout New England.

by somebody, if not now.

TEXAS COWBOY-BRICKLAYER

Elmer Baker, long, rangy brick- 
layer and cowboy from Menard, 
Texas, who walked across part of 
Germany and all of Poland to 
preach the gospel to the Bolshe- 
vics, arrived In Moscow today. 


It Is a year and nine months 


since hli departure from Menard. 
He was'brought here by two So- 
viet guard* from a hospital hear 
Minsk, where he had been for 
the past two and a half months, 
and turned over to the United 
States 
embassy. 
The 
embassy 


has made arrangement! to lend 
him home. 


Previous to his hospitalization, 


Baker spent almost a year in a 
detention camp near the' Polish 
border, having been picked 
up 


shortly after entering the Soviet 
Union. He had entered unnoticed 
over a swamp, 


"I asked the Russians why they 


were carrying those six-shooters," 
Baker said, discussing his cap- 
ture. "I told them Jesus Christ 
was the greatest of the commun- 
ists because he was the friend of 
the working man and the poor, 
so they didn't need to go around 
carrying guns." 


Spoke No English. 
His captors spoxe no English 


he said,'nor did anybody at the 
detention camp. 
His 
prseence 


there became known here nine 
months after his seizure. Then 
Angus Teward, head of the con- 
sular 
section 
of the 
embassy, 


went to see him and began the 
negotiations which led to hii re- 
patriation.

Baker, 39 year* old and wcl 


over six feet tall, arrived in Mos- 
cow 
wearing hob-nailed

hat, all gifts

rest in the hospital and said the 
Russians had treated him "con- 
siderately."

him somehting to eat, he said, and 
showed him how to cross into 
Ploand "by another way." 


Detained repeatedly while cross-

TRIP OF EXPLORER II TO NEW 
RECORD HEIGHT IS RELATED BY 
NAVIGATOR; WAITING WAS TOUGH

IMBALL, S. D., Nov. 12.—The 


:hlrd stratosphere balloon flight 
sponsored by the United States 
army and the National Geograph- 
c Society, ag 'far as Captain Al- 
iert W. Stevens and I were able 
to tell, was a success In every 
way. 


The flight itself wag fine, but 


the 
waiting 
for 
gatisfactory 


weather wag hell. 


We went up to 73,000 feet and 


could have gone 5,000 feet higher 
n safety. We experienced no dis- 
comfort 
altrough 
temperatures 


outside were ag low as 76 de- 
grees below zero. Inside the gon- 
dola temperatures went no lower 
than 23 degrees above zero. 


From a study of maps we were 


:onvlnced yesterday that satisfac- 
tory conditions prevailed after six 
weeks of waiting. We gave the 
order to start inflating about 1 
p. m. Sunday. 


Slight Delay at Start. 
We started actually putting in 


gas but were subjected to delay 
as a result of a fabric flaw and 
we had to do a field repair job. 
We were not able to get off until 
about 7 a. m., Monday, cutting 
two hours off our flight. 
This 


made it mandatory that we elim- 
inate the intermediate stop at 53,- 
000 feet, and that we go instead 
straight to the top, which we 
did. 


We cleared the rim 
of 
the 


tmwl by about 50 feet, He had to 
take off in the direction of the 
highest cliffs. We left about 800 
pounds light, this being neces- 
sary because we had a northwest 
wind running at the takeoff and 
the balloon had to -ghot into the 
air pretty fast. 


About 50 feet over the rim, a 


stiff down draft struck the bal- 
oon. making It necessary to dis- 
charge 750 pounds of ballast rap- 
el ly In order to avoid b e i n g 
thrown down against the cliff. 


This was the toughest spot on 


our 
flight. 
After reaching an 


altitude of about 15,000 feet, I 
slowed our rate of ascent so that 
Captain Stevens could rig the in- 
struments which trailed 
under- 


neath the gondola ropes. 
After 


we had both returned to the gon- 
dola, we sealed the ports 
and 


started up again. 


Started AH Instruments. 


We then started what instru- 


ments were not already In opera- 
tion, including our air 
purifier. 


Capt. Stevens kept an eye on all 
the Instruments, while I watch- 
ed navigation, trying to maintain 
an ascent of 400 feet a minute. 
As the balloon approached 
the 


height at which the bag wag fully 
expanded I slowed the climb to 
200 feet a minute in order to 
avoid strain. 


We 
reached 73,000 feet 
four 


hours after our takeoff. As this 
wa.s the approximate height de- 
sired I stopped the balloon and 
maintained that altitude for an 
hour and 40 
minutes, 
staring 


down at 12:30 p. m. 


At the peak of our flight we 


were hovering over the Niobrara 
river in Northern Nebraska. 
. I attempted to pick out stars In 
the heavens, but was unable to 
see any. The moon was not yet 
out. The sky was a dark blue, 
tinged with purple. 


Earth Wag Blur. 


Beneath us, nearly 14 
miles 


away, the earth lost .much of its 
detail and the horizon was an 
indistinct 
blur. Railroads 
and 


highways were scarcely 
visible. 


Only rivers, towns 
and 
small 


checker board design of farms 
could be seen. 


The Instruments were all work- 


Ing perfectly. The balloon func- 
tioned 
properly, and 
everything 


went on schedule. 


Valving (releasing gas) to begin 


our descent, we 
slipped 
down 


through the stratosphere to 25,- 
000 feet before we began to toss 
over ballast. 


From 16,000 to the ground we 


let drop some 2,000 pounds of 
ballast. Excess cargo was drop- 
ped with parachutes. At 15,000 
feet we picked out a 
suitable 


landing area, but maintained our 
descent at about 500 feet a min- 
ute. 


Forced Slow Descent. 


At 1,500 feet I tossed overboard 


the last battery and began pay- 
ing out 40 pound stacks of lead 
dust. 
In this manner the bal- 


loon's drop was 
slowed to 100

SCIENCE AWAITS 
RESULTS OBTAINED 


EXTENDED RIGHT

-(*)—Examination of rarifled air 
in sealed tubes, records of delicate 
instruments 
and

plates, obtained by stratosphere 
fliers IS miles above the earth, 
was awaited today by the world 
of science. 


Data gathered 'by Captains Orvll 


A. Anderson and Albert W. Stev- 
ins 
in their 
record 
breaking 
jtratosphere flight yesterday, were 
packed for- shipment to Washing- 
ton by officials of the National 
Geographic Society, co-sponsors of 
the project with the army air 
corps. 


The flight started In the natur- 


al bowl at Rapid City at 8 a. m. 
(Central Standard, time) and end- 
ed on the farm of John Mathye, 
12 miles south of here, at 4:13 p. 
m. yesterday. 


Valuable inforamtlon about the 
cosmic ray, 
long a puzzle 
to 
scientists, was sought by the two 
airmen who reached an 
unoffi- 
cial altitude of 73,000 feet, the 
highest point ever reached by a 
human. 


Studies of sunlight and skylight, 
observations of sky, sun and earth 
brightness, studies of wind direc- 
tion and velocity, checks of ba- 
rometric altitude scales and study 
of balloon navigation, were some 
of the scoentific observations re- 
corded by the fliers. 


The Instruments were reported 
undamaged when the huge bal- 
loon landed without even so much 
as a bounce. 


The flight probably was one of 


man's greatest achievements 
in 
conquering gravity, but scientists 
looked for even greater accom- 
plishments as a result of the ex- 
pedition into the thin .upper air. 
For more tha neight hours the 


balloonists. making their third at- 
tempt to ascend'above 70,000 feet, 
were aloft and most of the time 
was spent in scientific observa- 
tions. 


Often they were so busy with 
their instruments they were un- 
able to carry on a radio conversa- 
tion with the ground. 


They spent an hour and a half 
at the "ceiling," which Captain 
Anderson estimated at 73,000 to 
74,000 feet. 


The trip, they said, was made 


feet and then to SO feet a min- 
ute. 


As WB approached the landing 


site, I dropped a drag rope, but 
motorists who . were following us 
did not understand that we want- 
ed them to act as an anchor by 
trrabbing the rope.

Abandoning the attempt to land 


the balloon without deflating the 
bag, I let it settle to within two 
feet of the ground,' and when I 
pulled the rip cord, releasing all 
the gas from the bag instantane- 
ously.

ROOSEVELT BUSY

Nation That Flouted God 
other people ever had this 
Ih expounded to them as often 


and as clearly as the ancient 
Jewish 'nation. 
A long line of 


prophets had been sent to them, 
to.; declare that the Lord God Je- 
hovah was sovereign in their af- 
fairs, and that disobedience to 
Him; 
could bring . only disaster. 


So/permanently 
profound 
were 


the' teachings 
of 
the 
Hebr'ew 


prophets that their words blaze 
arid burn with living fire today. 
But the Jews were refractory 


pupils. 
They stubbornly refused 
to' learn the lesson that under- 
lay their very national existence. 
Occasionally, under the Impact of 
disaster, or by the. Influence of 
a godly king, they would mend 
their ways 
temporarily. Their 


ears were dulled to the doom 
which their prophets pronounced 
upon the nation unless it should 
reform and return to its first al- 
legiance. With incredible patience 
God gave them 
chance 
after 


chance. At last the punishment 
fell* Jerusalem and the 
nation 
were-destroyed, and. .the flower 
of Vthe land were carried 
Into 


captivity. 


Jews In A Bitter School 
There, In a bitter school, 
the 


Jews learned the lesson of the 
authority of the One God. Never 
again did they wander Into idol- 


atry. Amidst tht pains and the 
toils of the Babylonian exile, they 
learned that even their favored 
nation could not survive individ- 
ual and collective 
wrongdoing. 


Memory brought to them as a 
reproach the warnings of their 
prophets. It was not for lack of 
knowledge and counsel that the 
nation had crashed. 


It needs the imagination of a 


novelist to picture the 
heart- 


burning experiences of the Jews 
in exile. They had 
lost 
thsir 


homes and their nation, by their 
own stupid sinning. They had of- 
fended against the clear light of 
the moral law. They saw that 
Jehovah could use the 
heathen 


as His Instrument of punishment 
jand correction. First Israel had 
fallen, then 
Judah, They 
had 


'often strayed into idolatry; now 
they were plunged into the midst 
of the life of an Idloatrous na- 
tion; and the pure, stern teach- 
ings of Moses arid the prophets 
shone in new clearness and beau- 
ty. Aa sense of sin 
and 
re- 


morse, which found eloquent ex- 
pression in the Psalms of exile, 
swept over them. After all, no 
price. Is too high—not even an 
ancient exile or a modern de- 
pression—to pay for the lesson 
that God Is God. 


Though they probably did not 


perceive It at the time, a clear 
break with the past had come 
to the Jews. Their old national 
existence was 
ended 
forever. 


Henceforth they would be a peo- 
ple, 
but not a nation. In the 


long centuries ahead, they were 
to be a dispersed remnant, scat- 
tered over the earth, but with 
Jerusalem in their hearts and Je- 
hovah as their God. 


The Turning Point For Jews 
..The exile was the great turn- 
Ing point In the life of the Jews.

Melton declined 
and Stone started shooting, Mel- 
ton testified, and as he (Melton) 
went down, pulled his own pistol 
despite wounds in both'hands and 
in the body, and fatally shot 
Stone. He said he saw a car nearby 
but did not know who waa In it 
and did not know what Kind of ear 
it was.
